It was seen flying 
out of the woods just below ShipLtTf Glen, at a site called, the Devil *s Punchbowl• Tills place 
Is an area which has stories of mischievous little people living there! Gup and ring stones 
are numerous all aroxmd the region. 

The same week, on Wednesday, September 1 b, Jean Schofield of Ye ado n, apparently saw the 
sane thing. She claims that the largo creature was actually boon mobbed by a group of rooksi 
It; a hopeful attempt to escape T the "bird 11 flew off above her garden and headed north war d$ 
ir. the deception of the airport. Evidently the poor creature must have missed the last aero¬ 
plane tael: hems, as it was rota later by other witnesses; Mrs Schofield described the 11 bird" 
as being several times larger than the rooks which were attacking it (rooks have wingspans 
of around four feet - greater in some cases), with what she could only say as "a huge wing¬ 
span, "

-his, another light in the ?=*ky sighting was reported from Woods5.de, although I have little 
details on that * 

Cm the night of Tuesday, October 12, more reports caaie in of a group of hooded people, 
drhsshd in white robes, performing strange ceremonial activity in the Buck Woods area of 
ThackLET, Pra&ford, The following evening, two witnesses desribed seeing^"reptile-looking 
creature climb out of the woods" and glide at tree top level towards ThackLEJY and eventually

They too claimed to have heard a great "screeching sound" just before they saw it come up 
out of the trees.

from the skies of West Yorkshire, never to be seen again* Occasionally, one or two other 
reports c&ne in, but in these cases they really did appear to be simple mis identifications 
of o t might forward bird life. Whatever that strange creature from time and space was (as 
Hr Keel would have called it!) and whether we will ever see it again around these parts, we 
will, quite honestly, never know,,,
